CONSUL IMPRISONED. 


Kacln«er Stricken Down—Train Ha* ! 


Xew York, March 18.—By his pres- 


ein-e of lu'ud Conductor Harry Purple' 
raved frjui death or sex ere Injury the. 
oiiO passengers ou the Delaware. Lack- 
awauua and Western railroad train 
\ihi.-h w»s v. recked Saturday at Port- 
land, Pa. The engineer. Lymau Chase, 
nad died in his cab, with the throttle 
Avlde open and the train ru&hmg ou at 
73 miles an hour. 


As the train approached Portland 


Conductor Purple knew that the speed 
* oulcl bo slackened to make the siding. 
I 
•> it did not he signaled the engineer, 
.teeivlag no response, he again si;jnn!- 
i-J the engine. Again no blast of the 
whistle. 


Fearing something was wrong, he 


rushed to the rear car to the valve of 
the safety brake. Just then he heard 
the flying locomotive jump the track at 
Ihu Portland switch. Instantly Con- 
ductor Purple opened the valve, setting 
tbt» airbrakes along the entire train. 
Even with this powerful check the mo- 
mentum was so great that the train ran 
tuore than 500 yards, when the engine 
was overturned and the train stopped 
short. 


The sudden application of the air- 


biakes threw the passengers in heaps. 
The screams of women and children 
v.-ho were more frightened than hurt 
ro.->e In chorus, but before any explana- 
tion could be offered the train had' 
come to a standstill. 


Conductor Purple ran to the locomo- 


tive to see what had happened and 
found Engineer Cliase in his cab. dead 
from lieart disease.

Ammonia fumes escaping from the 


tank of the refrigerating plant of the 
American line steamship the Xsw 
York overcame 'M third ckiss passen- 
gers and 8 stewards so badly ttet they 
were helpless for several hours. All 
but two recovered, though several will 
be in the hospital for some time to 
come. 


Carl Engkcvist of the steerage died 


from the effects of the ammonia fumes 
without recovering consciousness;. The 
cause of death was given by the ship's 
physician as heart disease, though it 
was admitted that the explosion was 
responsible for the death, 


John Kent, a steward in the second 


cabin, was so bad}y injured that he 
died 24 hours after the accident. Pneu- 
monia brought about by the ammonia 
fumes was the direct cause of his 
death. 


The accident occurred last Thursday 


evening, the fifth day of the New 
York's voyage, which was cue of inci- 
dent from the moment the gangplank 
was hauled in at Southampton until it 
was put out after the big steamship 
reached her dor-k In the Xorth river. 


The port tail shaft broke Friday 


morning, and the ship thus lost several 
hours and was compelled to come on 
uuder 
reduced 
headway. 
Stormy 


weather was encountered all the way 
over. 


I'o*i Tail Shnlt Broken. 


Just how the first accident occurred 


no one has been able to tell. All that 
is known is that the bouuet of the con- 
denser connected with the after refrig- 
erating apparatus blew out. This was 
on the main deck, where the steerage 
passengers and several of the stew- 
ards were quartered. 


It was just before the call for din- 


ner, and many passengers were in the 
cabin when the bonnet gave way, let- 
ting the ammonia escape. The fumes 
quickly overcame all who were near, 
not one being able to make his way to 
the open air without assistance. 


The alarm was quickly given, and 


help came from alljmvls of the ship. 
The doors were opened, and air was 
forced in. Members of the crew bound 
their coats about their heads and, hold- 
ing their breath, were able to force 
their way into the cabin and drag out 
those who were in Imminent danger. 


Most of those who were taken out 


were unconscious and remained in that 
condition for several hours, though a 
few recovered as soon as they reached 
the fresh air. 


As the passengers and stewards were 


brought out they were taken to the 
second cabin, where room was made 
for them by transferring many of the 
second cabin passengers to the first 
cabin. Those who were most severely 
injured were taken to the ship's hos- 
pital, where they received prompt med 
ical attendance. 


Gae of the stewards, F. Colston, is 


still suffering from inflammation of 
tho eyes and from pneumonia caused 
by inflammation of the respiratory 
tract resulting from the inhalation of 
tho fumes of the ammonia. He wa< 
taken to the New York hospital soon 
after the New York came to her lock 
last night. 


Carl Engkevist had been ill ever 


since he went aboard the steamship 
and had been uml««r the care of a phy- 
sician. 
His wife died about thre^ 


weeks ago, and he was returning with 
his three children to this city, wh«: v. 
he had lived for several years, lv- 
home being in Eighteenth street, 
his sister was waiting for him.

citizens, the body of Benjamin Harri- 
son was Interred in the family lot in 
Crown Hill cemetery. Close by the 
grave were tlie members of his family. 
President McKinley aud other visitors 
of distinction and liie more imirnau- 
friends of General Harrison. Back a 
distance of 50 yards, behind ropes 
guarded zealously by a. large force of 
pollct, stood with uncovered beads the 
great multitude. 


The tribute of respect was universal. 


It came from women aud children, 


j-from white and black, from all condi- 


tions and sorts of persons. There was 
no exception anywhere to the expres- 
sion that the nation had lost one of 
Its ablest men and the greatest man of 
bis generation in bis own state. 


The services In the church and at the 


grave were simple in the ^extreme, all 
in most excellent taste, and. like the 
proceedings yesterday, there was an 
utter absence of friction in everything 
that was done. All was well ordered 
and well performed. 


In the Harrison home before the body 


was taken to the First Presbyterian 
church, where the full service was 
held, there were brief exercises for the 
members of the family and the more 
intimate friends of General Harrison. 
Possibly 150 people were present. Mrs. 
Harrison did not appear, but remained 
in her room until it was time to leave 
for the church. 


President McKinley, accompanied by 


Governor Durbin, called at the house 
at about 1 o'clock. At about the same 
time came the members of President 
Harrison's cabinet, and others contin- 
ually arrived until the short services 
were over. 


The procession to the church was to 


have left the house at 1:30. but it was 
30 minutes later when everything was 
in readiness. The doors were thrown 
wide open and the honorary^ pallbear- 
ers, who were General Benjamin F. 
Tracy of New York. John Wanamaker 
OL Philadelphia, William H. H. Miller 
of Indianapolis, John W. Noble of 
St. Louis, Charles Foster of Fostoria, 
O.; General Lew Wallace of Indianap- 
olis, Judson Harmon of Cincinnati and 
William A. Woods of Indianapolis 
came slowly down the walk leading to 
the street. After them came the active 
pallbearers bearing the coffin. 
They 


were A. L. MasonI James Whitcomb 
Riley, Evans Woollen, Henry J. Milli- 
gati, Clifford Arrick, William C. Bobhs, 
Harry S. New, Howard Gale, John T. 
Griffiths, Newton B. Tarkington, Hil- 
ton U. Brown and Samuel Reid. 


Fre»ldeut Followed Family. 


Behind the coffin came Mrs. Harri- 


son, 
with her brother, Lieutenant Com- 


Jhander Parker of the navy, and little 
Elizabeth Harrison, Mrs. McKee and 
Mr. and Mrs. Russell B. Harrison; then 
the other relatives of the dead former 
president Directly after the members 
of the family came President McKin- 
ley and Governor Durbin and following 
them the friends of tho family. 


It was 2:30 o'clock when the proces- 


sion arrived at the church, and for 1 
hour and 20 minutes before that time 
the church had been packed to its ut- 
most capacity. The honorary and ac- 
tual pallbearers caine slowly up the 
north center aisle, filing into the seats 
nt the side. The ushers, forming in 
column near the door, came up the 
south aisle, acting as an escort to the 
president, who was accompanied by 
Mrs. Durbiu. As the president reached 
the pew set apart for him the ushers 
turned aucl faced him. He bowed his 
thanks for the honor and then ushered 
Mrs. 
Durbiu into the pew and followed 


after. 


Immediately in front of the coffin and 


behind the pallbearers came the Rev. 
M. L. Haines and the Rev. Sampel J. 
Niccols of St. Louis. 
Following the 


coffin _ were Lieutenant 'Commander 
Parker and Mrs. Harrison. They occu- 
pied the second seat from the front to 
the left of the north center aisle, corre- 
sponding to that of the president on the 
south aisle. The other members of the 
family were seated in nearby pews. 


When all had taken their seats, Mr. 


Ilaines advanced to the front of tho 
pulpit platform and, resting bis left 
hand upon the large church Bible, 
opened the service by saying: 


"I am the resurrection aud the life. 


He that believeth In me, though he 
were dead, yet shall he live, and he 
that llveth and believeth In me shall 
never die." 


Dr. Niccols then read from I Corinthi- 


ans, 
xv, 35-38, inclusive, after which 


Mr. Ilaines offered a prayer. 


After the prayer the choir sang the 


hymn "Rock of Ages" in a beautiful 
nnd Impressive manner. This was Gen- 
eral Harrison's favorite hymn, and it 1s 
said It is the only one he ever attempt- 
ed to sing. 


Following the hymn Dr. Xlccols read 


p.irts of Scripture from the fourteenth 
chapter of St. John and (ho twonly- 
tlrst chapter of Revolutions, nflcr 
which Dr. Ilalnea delivered* tho funeral 
address. 


After the address Dr. Niccols offoreil 


prayer. Tho services were closed \\ ith 
n barytone solo, "Hark, Hark, My 
Soul." sung by TCdwnrd Noll, In which 
tho ontlro choir joined In tho chorus. 


Tho party left tho church In tho same 


order In which It entered. For thp 
moat part those who attended the 
church services loft Immediately for 
Crown Hill cemetery.

Ou the 
arm of Lieutenant Commander Parker 
Mrs. Harrison took her place at the 
head of th«> coffin, which had b(-'^» 
borne to the side of the grave by the 
pallbearers. .NYar her on the left stood 
the general's sou, Russell B. Harrison, 
with his wife and Mr. and Mrs. McKee. 
The brothers of General Harrison, 
John Scott Harrison and Carter B. 
Harrison, stood close together, old men 
wnh faces thai revealed how deeply 
tlsfy felt their loss. 


President McKiuley came to the 


grave with Mrs. Durbto and stood with 
her during the brief service. * When 
the grayer was offered, the president 
seemingly was deep in thought and re- 
mained so, with bowed head, after the 
final word had been said. He stood 
with bared head immediately beside 
the stone monument of the Harrison 
family, and once, when the weariness 
of the day had touched him, seemingly 
he leaned against it for a moment. The 
air bad begun to be chilly, but while 
some others about the grave to pro 
tect their heads barely raised their 
hats the president kept his in his 
hands throughout the service. 


Fifty yards away from the circle of 


mourners and from the tomb were 
thousands who heard and watched the 
ceremony. Long ropes were stretched 
to give free access to the grave to the 
family and friends and to keep back 
the .crowd which formed the solid 
square of humanity, with the little 
group around the grave in the center. 


The burial service was simple and 


brief. The-Rev. Dr, Kiccols read the. 
short committal and burial service, 
and the Rev. Mr. Haines followed with 
a prayer. The silence was so deep that 
tlie words of the speakers, pronounced 
in tones hardly above the .ordinary, 
could be heard distinctly beyond those 
immediately, around the grave and by 
those massed around the elevation on 
which the tainily and friends stood. 


Instead of following the usual prac- 


tice, which consists of dropping a hand- 
ful of dust on the coffin, three white 
carnations were placed upon the lid. 


When the last word had been said 


nnd ihe service was over, the attend- 
ants lowered the coffin to Its place.

PiesMont Harrison is a tomb five feet 
d'-ep,, incased in granite four jut-lies 
thick and covered with a granite top 
cf tho same thickness. On the reverse 
sido of the, cover is the simple Inscrip- 
tion. "Benjamin Harrison, 1833-1901." 
Hie interior of the tomb was decorated 
with ferns so piofusely that no sign 
of earth or stone was visible. Dozens 
of exquisitely beautiful floral tributes 
v. CL-O placed on the tomb and on the 
gi-ound close by. 


There seemed to be 'a hesitation on 


the part of the spectators to leare 
•« hi?u the services were over. 
After 


the mourning party had left and was- 
being placed in the Carriages the thou- 
sands of spectators stood and looked 
long at the giave. It was apparent^ 
difficult to realize the fact that Ben- 
jiitr.iu llaniscn, general, former presi 
dent, senator, diplomat, man of af 
fairs, was cold in the grave.

Once in awhile one hears a reference to 


the sheepskin inking balls with which our 
great-grandfathers in the printing trade 
used to ink their forms. This is about the 
cnly old tool of the trade now in disuse 
with which the, printers of today axe fa- 
miliar. There are others which were more 
or less used at various tidies that have 
dropped out and been forgotten. A couple 
of these have come to light through au old 
catalogue that has fallen into the writer's 
hauds. One was a short wooden galley, 
open at one side and having damps below, 
by means of which it might be attached to 
the boxes of the upper case. 
Thus sup- 


ported it was three or four inches above 
the surface of the boxes, leaving room for 
the compositor to reach the type without 
disturbing:"the galley. This form of galley 
was probably brought iuto use about the 
time that printers discovered it to be a 
nuisance to carry the galley ou the cap 
ease. The old plau was to lay the caps and 
small caps in the four upper. rows ot the 


storyof' ~ 
first appeared, while the revised proof was 
rend in The Saturday Evening Post office, 
which was then located on Chestnut street, i 
above Third.

If by chance thai prohibi- 
tion of his was disobeyed, he insisted that 
the female who had laid finger upon tho 
ner should be made to repeat tho liord'a 
prayer over it. 


__ In Sweden, Lapland and the Jslo of 
Skye tho presence of a woman ac the 
launching of a new vessel is supposed to 
dooji it, unless tho Lord's prayer is recited 
aloud backward by the members of the 
crews; so no donbt my old sailor had picked 
up his unflattering theory against wom- 
an's influfinoe for good. He cautioned . 
fishermen never to mention their wives or 
sweethearts within hearing of the boat, i 
"or she would be offended and sink out of 
jealousy." 


When lads spoke of "whistling for a 


wind," this ancient mariner sneered at 
their "superstition," strange to say, but 
assured them that a blow was only to be 
obtained by scratching with a nail on the 
wood of the foremast—a Hamburg belief 
this. 


The fishermen of one of our English 


seaside villages used to refuse to embark 
if by any chance they had seen a pig since 
morning, and they never dared speak of 
"the shore" within sight of the sea, as to 
do so was supposed to imply that a place 
other than the ocean was their home. If 
a vessel puts out to sea before 3 o'clock on 
a Frday, no word should be spoken until 
a stone with a cross scraped on it has been 
dropped overboard. Sunday, we are told, 
Is the luckiest day upon which to start for 
tho fishing ground.

It is a general belief in Scotland that 


if a quarrel happen on the coast where 
herring is caught and blood be shed by 
violence, the herring then goes right away 
from the coast and does not put in an ap- 
pearance again until the nest season. 


Icelanders do not allow dogs to be taken 


on a fishing expedition, believing that if 
they en'ter the boats or touch the tackle 
tho catch is bound to be a poor one 


To overturn a saltcellar is always un- 


lucky, but especially so on board, it being 
then a sure sign that the ship is doomed, 
A serious peril or accident is foretold by 
the loss overboard of a mop or a bucket. 
In many places the fisher folk forbid any 
counting from land of the ships out a1 
•sea, and it is considered a malicious deed 
little short of murder, for any one to beck 
on to n. vessel 


There is a legend in the Norse scald 


which explains why the sea is salt. The 
"bountiful Frodi," whose mythical reign 
was !\ golden age indeed, possessed a 
quern, or hitnd mill, which ground ou 
gold and peace, but which would grind 
out stores of anything desired by its own 
er

Frodi, were the grinders. In an evil da 
a sea rover came upon the scene, slew 
Fradi and carried off the quern and th 
two giant maidens who worked it.

he ordered the maidens to grind salt

midnight' they asked if they had no 
ground enough. The sea rover, angry a 
being awakened from his sleep, con 
mantled them to grind until morning 
Now, 'the giant maidens naturally enoug 
worked very quickly, so as tbey went o 
grinding the load of salt grew so hca^s 
that it sunk the ship, ana now the sea wi 
continue salt forever. 


"Davy Jones' locker" is the anoie 


sailor's name for the bottom of the sea 
Many different beliefs have been held 
to the nature of Davy Jones, some regal- 
ing him as an old merman, others as a 
evil spirit in command over the demo 
of tho deep 


Authorities state that the name is d 


rived in two ways—from '-Duffy," who 
a ghost believed in by the West Indian 
landers, and from the prophet Jonah 


There was once a retired sailor w 


earned a responsible income by trampi 
oitr coast country and singing or recitin 
his wonderful adventures, chief of whic 
had been an apparition of Davy Jon 
himself, which had foretold the wreck of 
the vessel 
To him Davy had appeared as 


a giant with a skull for a head, blue 
flames issuing from his eyesockets and a 
sardonic grin disclosing three rows of 
enormous pointed teeth. Other old salts 
claim to have seen Davy riding on a whale, 
and in some parts of England the sea ser- 
pent is supposed to be Davy's horse 


Few sailors arc able to tell the legend of 


tho Flying Dutchuiau, though they look 
out for tho phantom ship in all waters 
It is the Cape of Good Hope alone which 
tho spectral vessel is supposed to haunt, 
however, since Mynheer Vanderdecken 
swore that he would double the cape in 
the teeth of tho tempest "oven if he sailed 
until the day of judgment.". So Mynheer 
must go on sailing, waiting and ever 
wuiting, until the end of the world, but 
he nd his ship are invisible to men, except 
to the crews of doomed vessels 


Any sailor will start gayly on a voyage 


if a black cat has taken up her abode on 
board. 


Tho ocean is the dear friend, tho sweet- 


heart, the pride, of the sailor, though in 
epito of tho caprices and cruelties of which 
ho believes her guilty. Lot a landlubber 
epeak against tho blue waves and a sea 
faring life and see now the fisher will re- 
ceive his comments. Tho answer will no 
doubt recall tho well known song: 
Avast! Nor don't think me a milksop so loft
